DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 - 7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

- The Examiner found Applicant's arguments persuasive, and therefore 
considers that the references of the Prior Art of record fail to teach, or 
suggest any obvious combination of the limitations describing (With 
respect to claim 1) wherein the throughbores of each pair and the 
internal channel being filled with a gasket of injected material, which 
projects outwardly from the throughbores so as to define an axial lock 
portion to be seated on each of the adjacent opposite external faces of 
said peripheral flanges. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
